The Coronado shaft-house and machinery 
are in ashes and four innocent householders 
are homeless, as the result of an attack by 
parties as yet unknown upon the Coronado 
and Emmett mines, in the dark hours of 
the early morning. 

Five lives, at least, were sacrificed in the 
fighting and the work of destruction at the 
Coronado and Emmett mines.

The Elevator Moved While His Back 
Was Turned and He Stepped — 


Into Empty Space.

Arthur Schmid, son of Alexander Schmid, 
of the Meyer-Schmid Grocery Co., which has 
a store in the Cupples Building, met with an 
accident Monday morning which will prob- 
ably cause his death. 

Young Schmid was engaged in moving a 
stock of sugar shortly after he got to work 
in the morning. He had ridden up to the 
third floor on the elevator and had gone off 
a few steps to get a package of sugar to car- 
ry downstairs. While he was thus occupied 
the elevator moved up to the next floor 
above. Whether it had not been properly 
stopped or whether it was started by some 
one is not known. 

When young Schmid returned to the ele- 
vator he stepped out boldly onto nothing and 
fell to the cellar, alighting on his head. 

An ambulance was summoned immediate- 
ly and the injured boy carried to the City 
Dispensary. 

Dr. Thompson examined him and found 
that his skull was fractured and that he was 
injured internally. He was unconscious 
from the moment he fell. The doctor could 
give his friends but little hope that the boy 
would recover. As soon as the few available 
remedies had been hastily applied, the boy 
was sent to his home, 1920 Louisiana avenue.

MASSACRE WAS Ar EGIN. 


As Usual the Poor Victims Are Ac- 
dused of Having Provoked 
the Slaughter. 


| CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 21.—Details re- 

cetved here regarding the massacre at Egin, 
in the Vilayet of Kharput, show that it oc- 
curred on the 15th and 16th of the present 
month. ‘ 

The Kurds attacked the Armenian quarter, 
killed. large numbers of its inhabitants 
and pillaged and burned their houses. Many 
Armenians escaped to the mountains. 
According to the accounts of the Turkish 
Government 600 Armenians were killed at 


Egin. .These advices also state that the 
outrage’ was provoked by the Armenians 
firing into the Turkish quarter. 

No authentic details of the massacre have 
yet been received.e The Armenians of Egin 
escaped the massacre of 189% by purchasing 
their security with money and produce. 

It is feared here that the massacre at 
Egin is the beginning of a fresh series of 
massacres in Armenia. 

A special cabinet meeting has been held 
at the palace in order to consider plans 
for completing the defenses of the Darda- 
nelles as proposed by the Russian General, 
Tschikatscheff, who inspected these for- 
tifications some time ago.

The Rolls Have Been Fully Revised 


and No Further Curtailment 
Is Intended.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Dominic I. 
Murphy, Commissioner of Pensions, has 
made his annual report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1896, to Secretary Francis. 
He says: N 

There were added to the rolls during the 
year 40,374 new pensioners, and there were 
restored 8,873 who had been previously 
dropped, a total of 4, 27. 

During the same period, the losses were 
29,393 by death and 1,141 by remarriage 
(widows), 1,684 by legal limitation (minors), 
2,552 because of failure to claim pension for 
three years, and 9,223 for other causes, an 
aggregate of 44,093. Pa. N 

The net gain over the previous year was 
only 154 and it may now be safely assumed 
that the roll from this time forth will show 
a marked and steady diminution, unless 
Congress should enact still more liberal pro- 
visions than are now upon the statute books. 

The rate of mortality among our pensio/- 
ers, particularly among those who served 
during the war of the rebellion, is rapidly 
increasing, the number reported decreased 
during the year far exceeding that of any 
corresponding period in the history of the 
bureau. The whole number of pensioners on 
the roll June 30, 1896, was 970,678. 

While the rolis show a slight gain in num- 
bers over the year immediately preceding, 
the amount disbursed for pensions was $138,- 
214,761, a decrease of $1,592,575 as compared 
with the previous year. 

There were 495,664 :pension claims pending 
at the close of the fiscal year, 234, being 
applications for increases made by persons 
now on the rolls. 

Although last year's estimate of $140,000,- 
000 for pensions was $1,790,620 more than was 
necessary for the past fiscal year, the com- 
missioner duplicates that estimate for next 
year, stating that he believes the edjudica- 
tion of many cases will make the full 
amount necessary. It is his intention to 
push the settlement of cases as rapidly as 
possible. An estimate of $1,228,580 is made 
for miscellaneous expenses. 

The Commissioner says the payment by 
vouchers worked satisfactorily, and oppeses 
a return to personal payments, Some diffi- 
culties were experienced in the execution of 
voucners in Germany, and the State Depart- 
ment has been requested to furnish the 
Bureau information as to what persons have 
authority to administer oaths. There are 
601 United States pensioners in Germany. 

Regarding the revision of the pension list, 
the Commissioner says: 
| ‘There is no foundation for the erroneous 
impression that it is the intention still fur- 

ther to revise the lists, as the purging of 

the rolls, commenced in 1893, has been en- 
tirely accomplished. It ought to be under- 
stood, however, that there still exists the 
purpose to maintain the pension roll as the 
| nation’s roll of honor.“ 
| Concerning prosecutions he says: 
“Offenders against the pension laws have 
deen 80 vigorously prosecuted during the 
past three years that the criminal work 
of the law division has been materially 
| lessened. Through the combined efforts 
of the law division and the special exam- 
ination division, there has been refundéd to 
the United States during the year $20,982, 
of whteh $10,726 was recovered as the out- 
come of the civil suits.

ARTIE WHITELAW RESENTS Er- 
FORTS TO REFORM HIM. 


EXCITEMENT IN HOP ALLEY. 


A Dissolute Young Man Tries to Kill 
His Father and Gets Clubbed 
and Arrested.

The old gentleman responded promptly 
and met the policeman at Hop Alley on, 
Eighth street. 

They proceeded to the den where Artie 
was feeding the pipes the two women were 
smoking. 

Finan called the young man to the door, 
and when he got him out on the landing 
he showed him his father. 

The opium joint is on the second floor 
and is reached by a flight of rickety wood- 
en stairs, and at the top is a landing about 
five feet square, surrounded by a shaky 
old wooden railing. 

The three were on this landing when the 
young man was brought into the presence 
of his father. 

“You gray-haired old idiot, I'll put à 
bullet into you!“ exclaimed young White 
law as he drew a revolver. 

The muzzle of the weapon was near the 
old mans chest when Finan knocked it 
down. Then Artie struck the policeman 
in the face with his fist and the two men 
grappled with each other. 

Finan got the weapon away from young 
Whitelaw and the two fell to the planks 
that formed the floof of the landing. 

They wrestled fiercely, Artie trying to 
shove the policeman over the landing on to 
the stones in the yard below. 

The old man stood horrified for a moment 
and then ran down A 1 and out into 
the alley to summon help. 

The see opened on the landing and out 
of the opium room came the two de- 
help young Whitelaw. 

Finan threw his ‘assailant over on his 
back, drew his club and hammered him into 
submission. The women were threatened 
with arrest and they backed into the room 
and locked the door. 

Finan marched his prisoner down the 
steps, through the yard into the alley and 
out on Eighth street, where a patrol wagon 
came and took him to the Four Courts.

TWO FIREMEN HURT. 


A Suburban Tank Car Wrecks a Hook 
and Ladder Truck. 


Hook and ladder truck, No. II. sta- 
tioned at No. 2’s engine-house on Krause 
street, was struck by a south-bound tank 
car of- the Southern Electric Line at 7 
o'clock Monday morning.

GOT CONTRACTS WITH EASE. 


Manager Plummer of the Thomas Co. 
Swears He Found It Advisable 
to Hire Him. 


Lawyers Alderson & McEntire secured 
evidence partially corroborative of that 
given Saturday in the School Board in- 
junction case, when the taking of deposi- 
tions was resumed Monday.

a “Andy” Brown used to be a Republican 

Olitician of some influence in St. Louis. 

@ was particularly influential with the 
House of Delegates some years ago. When 
the smoke prevention ordinance was passed 
Brown became connected with one of the 
smoke-consumer companies and was a fam- 
mar figure around the City Hall while the 
agitation was at its height. 

He is well known about town. For sev- 
eral years he has frequented the Board of 
Education building. : 

But one witness was examined. The ses- 
sion then adjourned until 10 o’clock Tues- 
day morning. 

Theodore Plummer, St. Louis manager 
of the Thomas Smokeless Furnace Co. and 
owner of the Missouri patent rights on the 
National Smeke Preventer, testified that 
the pabdent was formerly owned by Smith 
& Pratt, who went to New York in August, 
1895, selling their patent. Smith has since 
died. Charles A. Pratt is now at 705 Gar- 
den Cftty Block, Chicago, according to Mr.

These matters were attended 
to by Mr. Brown.“ 

“Then you felt that you were required to 
employ him?’’ 

“IT knew he could get contracts that I

Brown would be an influential person in 
placing your device in the boarti?’’

I received my impression through 
observation.”’

FIFTY YEARS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Although a Relative Is Lord Cham- 
berlain to the Czar, the Doctor 
Didn’t Often Refer to His Family.

Dr. Edward Benkendorff, who for almost 
half a century practiced medicine in St. 
Louis, died Sunday at the age of 74 at his 
home, 2849 Lafayette avenue. 

Dr. Benkendorff was a native of Prussia. 
When he was a youth his family moved to 
St. Petersburg and he came to America. 
His name was then Edward Guy Von Ben- 
kendorff, but he shortened it in conformity 
with the general custom. 

He seldom spoke of his life prior to com- 
ing to St. Louis, and even his widow is not

thoroughly informed regarding his relatives 
in Europe. 

“Dr. Benkendorff said little about his past 
or his European connections,” sail Mrs. 
Benkendorff Monday morning. 

“While reading a dispatch from Russia in 
one of the papers I remarked on the name 
of Von Benkendorff, Lord Chamberlain to 
the Czar. He simply stated that the Lord 
Chamberlain was one of his relatives. lie 
did not speak any further on the subject. 

Notoriety of any kind annoyed him. At 
one time he remarked probably in explana- 
tion of his reticence concerning his pcople, 
‘Nobility does not count in America.’ He 
was always very reserved. 

About fourteen years ago Dr. Benken- 
dorff went with his daughters to Paris and 
while there took a diploma from the Dosi- 
metrique University. He was the only 
physician of that school in St. Louis. While 
in Paris he-met one of his sisters, Auguste 
Von Fleming. He has a brother who is a 
wholesale druggist in Berlin and a sister 
living in Switzerland, but I do not recall 
their names.”’ 

Dr. Benkendorff had no relatives in this 
country besides his wife, a son, Oliver Ed- 
mond Benkendorff, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Frank Caffatta and Miss Blanche Benken- 
dorff, all of St. Louis. He came to St. 
Louis in the 's, after having first practiced 
in Buffalo. He was twice married during 
his residence here, first to Miss Jennie 
Douglass and, after her death, to Miss

John Gordon, who sat next the driver in 
the Salvage wagon, saw the boy get onto 
his feet and stagger about. Then a negro 
woman ran across the street and picked him 
up in her arms. The wagon having turned 
the corner Gordon lost sight of them. 

The negro woman carried the child to her 
little house on Gratiot street and summoned 
Officer Barney Clark, who called the patrol 
Wagon. The little fellow was taken to the 
City Dispensary in the wagon, although he 
cried pitifully and insisted that he had done 
nothing for which he should be arrested. 
Arrived there, the physicians examined 
him, and finding no bones broken, sent him 
back home.
